Aid Spread of Christianity 
Among Cannibals of 
Congo. 


PITTSBURGH, Cct. 14—A Holly- 
wood physician who spent 24 years 
among cannibal tribes of Africa is 
telling Disciples of Christ, now in 
convention, how the surgeon's knife 
and modern science is “outwitching” 
the “witch doctor's” of the Congo. 

The church hospitals, says Dr.

The surgeon recalled one particu- 
larly vicious cannibal tribe, the 
Ngombe whici had repelled with 
volleys of poison arrows all ad- 
vances of white missionaries.

Realizing he was getting no bet- 
ter, the old chief finally had him- 
self carried to the “white witch- 
doctor.” Finding his condition criti- 
cal, Dr. Dye placed Is’ncala on a 
kitchen table, administered an an- 
aesthetic and started to operate 

The frightened natives, seeing 
their chief unconscious, raced home 
shouting “the white man has killed 
our chief!” 

“A large crowd came back to get 
the body a few hours later,” con- 
tinued Dr. Dye, “and were aston- 
ished to see the chief resting com- 
fortably. 

“ 'Ahhbh,’ they said, ‘the white 
witch-doctor is greater than our 
gods. They only kill people while 
he kills them and brings them to 
life again.”

THE REPORTS ON RELIEF 


The committee of council which investi- 
gated the administration of relief in Ed- 
monton brought in majority and minority 
reports. These agree at least on the ‘point 
that dispensing ‘direct relief’ in a gen- 
erally satisfactory manner is a job of ex- 
treme difficulty. To do it with complete 
satisfaction to all concerned is simply not 
possible. 

The reports do not appear to be very 
far apart on the question of whether this 
unusual and difficult task has been 
handled with the efficiency that could be 
reasonably looked for. That it has been 
handled other than honestly there is no 
Suggestion; a fact that should not be 
overlooked in view of disclosures made 
elsewhere in Canada. The worst the min- 
ority report seems to allege is that the 
the department might have taken a more 
sympathetic attitude toward some appli- 
cants; a criticism that could no doubt be 
offered in regard to any man or depart- 
ment charged with the handling of direct 
relief to thousands of people, and hedged 
about in the operations by a triple ring of 
regulations, civic, provincial and federal. 

There is agreement also that there 
should he some standing court of appeal, 
commission or committee of council, 
whose business it would be to iron out dif- 
ficulties and disagreements arising in the 
day-to-day operations of the department, 
a proposal that would seem reasonable in 
view of the number of cases to be dealt 
with, and the impossibility of framing 
regulations which will adequately meet all 
circumstances. 

The effect of the reports will be to 
strengthen public confidence that relief in 
Edmonton has been administered with a 
sense of responsibility alike to the appli- 
cants and to those who have to provide the 
funds, and that with minor adjustments 
suggested by experience the machinery 
can be depended upon to function with in- 
creasing efficiency and satisfaction. 


MR. BENNETT VS. MR. LYONS 

Premier Bennett told his western audi- 
ences that recovery in Canada will have to 
come from the reflex action of a general 
improvement in world conditions, When 
international exchange is stabilized and 
international trade revives, better times 
will automatically return to Canada. 
Meantime, he said, it was only to a very 
limited degree that the Government of 
Canada could affect matters; little could 
be done through a public works program 
or otherwise to re-shape domestic con- 
ditions until world conditions righted 
themselves. That was the substance of the 
addresses he delivered at the western 
centres, as regards the outlook for im- 
provement in Canada. 

On Thursday of the preceding week 
Ottawa gave out for publication some in- 
formation that had been cabled by Mr. D. 
H. Ross, Canada’s commissioner in Mel- 
bourne, as to the success with which the 
Government of Australia has grappled 
with the depression there, and as to some 
reatorative and relieving measures that 
have been made possible there because of 
that success. This information was culled 
from the budget speech just delivered by 
a Minister Lyons.

upset stomach you could think 
of, is found in gall-bladder 
trouble. Many of you who be- 
lieve you have stomach com- 
Plaint really have gall-bladder 
disorder. 

The amazing feature of these 
cases is how long the patient 
will worry along with his symp- 
toms before seeking help. Very 
often he will wait ten years, 
and records show that patients 
have endured gall-bladder dis- 
turbances over a period of 
thirty-five years, without using 
Dr. F. McCoy any treatment. Of course, the 
distressing symptoms are not present all of this 
time, as the gall-bladder may have times when it 
is working fairly well, in between the periods 
when it causes distress. 

Gall-bladder disease is most frequently found 
after the age of forty is reached, but many appear 
before thirty. Inflammation of the gall-bladder is 
not a disease which commonly causes death and 
may exist with or without gall-stones. When gall- 
stones are present the patient may suffer extreme 
pain called gall-stone colic. When no stones are 
present, the condition is usually that of a mild 
chronic inflammation of the gall-bladder and its 
ducts, or there may be acute attacks. Those symp- 
toms may then arise which so easily confuse the 
patient and lead him to think he has stomach 
trouble. 

Some of the digestive symptoms of gall-bladder 
disease are: bejching of sour-tasting fluid, bloeting 
of the stomach and intestines from excessive gas, 
discomfort after eating which is made worse when 
special foods that the patient has found to disagree 
with him are taken, heartburn, “sour stomach,” 
and poor appetite. The patient may also describe 
such symptoms as “feeling sick at his stomach” or 
a pain over the top of the stomach, vomiting, or 
may say he becomes dizzy, has bilious spells or 
fecls weak. 

In using a home-treatment to relieve himself he 
has usually tried soda, which may help and has 
also tried skipping a meal, which may also cause 
some improvement. When ever a doctor sees an 
individual with the above symptoms he should 
suspect the gall-bladder as a possible cause. In 
diagnosing the case, certain tests are advisable to 
determine whether the gall-bladder empties as it 
should, and whether gall-stones are present. 

If you have a “sick” gall-bladder the entire sys- 
tem may be poisoned day after day, and you may 
be sure you will lose your distressing symptoms 
only after the gall-bladder has been returned to 
health, My experience in my private practise has 
shown me that the largest majority of these cases 
are corrected by proper diet. The first thing to 
do is to clean out the liver and gall-bladder 
through fasting, using olive oil, and restricted diet. 
The next thing to do is to teach the patient how 
to live.so that his gall-bladder will not become 
“sick” again.

A VERY EARLY LAWSUIT 

On this date, in 1789, there was 
tried at what is now Cornwall, 
Ont., a suit over a cemetery which 


is probably the earliest litigation | 


in the history of “the upper coun- 


try” of the province of Quebec; | 


it was three years before the cre- 
ation of Upper Canada. 


Its story became known in a | 


curious manner. In 1920 Thomas 


Empey, of Aultsville, demolished | 


an old house at Osnabruck, on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence. In a 


nook behind the chimney was | 


found a bottle, in which was a 
paper, which, when examined, 
proved to be a genealogy of the 
Empey family, who had suffered 
the fate of other Loyalists and had 
come to Canada soon after the 
revolution. The writer of the 
decument is unknown, but it is of 
comparatively modern origin, for 
it refers to happenings of 1884 


The original speliing of the 
name was Impey, the original 
habitat was Wurtemburg, Ger- 


many, but early in the 18th cen- 
tury, Philip, one of the sons of 
Peter, the founder of the family, 
moved to England and amassed 
considerable wealth, after marry- 
ing an Irish girl at Dublin. Their 
son, Philip II (as our American 
friends put it) when 21, married in 
London against his father’s wish- 
es, and, conditions being made 
unpleasant, he sailed for New 
York in 1756 and there changed 
the spelling of his name 
Empey. 

But the old man evidently re- 
lented, for we are told by Ernest 
Green (in Ontario Historical Rec- 
ords, xxvii.) that the emigrant 
received a legacy of three thous- 
and pounds, with which he bought 
2,200 acres at Schonary; but when

he had to be content with 200 
acres. His son, Peter, served to 
the end of the war, was given 200 
acres at Osnabruck, and was still 


living when the “Yanks” came |

the old man got down his “trusty 
musket” but had no chance to get 
a shot at his ancient foes. 

William Empey, son of Philip, 
senior, was chief defendant in the 
litigation mentioned, which had 
important effects upon the future 
of what became the town of Corn- 
wall. The intention of the gov- 
ernment had been that the town 
lots should be taken up chiefly 
by tradesmen, but several former 
army officers enclosed blocks of 
land within the town lot, without 
regard to the plan of the place, 
and acquired a certain title there- 
to by clearing them. Some of the 
settlers had applied to Lord Dor- 
chester for a plot to be set apar! 
as a common burying ground. Th 
governor approved of the idea 
but no particular spet was offici 
ally set aside 

William Empey, with Jacob Ross 
and Matthias Snitsinger (how 
spelled Snetsinger) interred the 
bodies of two children in a lot, 
which they claimed had been des- 
ignated as a burial ground. But 
Colonel Gray objected; he claimed 
that the “burying ground” was 
his property and he took action 


against Empey and the others for } 


trespass, The case was tried Oc- 
tober 14, 1789 before Hon. Richard 
Duncan and Alexander Donell, 
(sitting as the Court of Common 
Pleas for the District of Lunen- 
burg) and a jury. Having heard 
the evidence and visited the scene 
of the alleged trespass the jury re- 
turned a unanimous verdict for 
the plaintiff and assessed Empey 
and his associates in damages of 
ten pounds currency. 


The case called the attention of 
the land board and the executive 
council to the abuses that had 
grown up in connection with town 
lots and the council ordered that 


the town plot be re-surveyed with | 


the result that justice was done 
to all parties and Empey and his 
friends retained the burying 
ground.

Posey 


The Poseys are descend:d from 


the French family of Poschet, of 
Vayaux, near Cambrai. The Po- 
schets were Huguenots, and at the 
beginning of the seventeenth cen- 


tury, when most of France was in 
political and religious turmoil, 
Francois and his brother, Marteyn 
Posahet, were among the many 
Protestant refugees who took up 
residence in England. 

Little is known concerning the 
Poschet family after their settle- 
ment in England except that on the 
records of the French Protestant 
church in Threadneedle street, Lon- 
don, the name is found under the 
spellings Pose, Fosay, Possay, 
Pousset and Posey. 

In 1636, Francois Poschet (Fran- 
cis Posey) was transported to the 
Virginia colony, along with a num- 
ber of others, and one William 
Farrar received a grant of 2000 
acres of land for bringing them 
over. Later on, we find various 
land records in Virginia and Mary- 
land which refer to Francis Posey. 
It appears that he was granted 
land to the amount of 150 acres at 
Sewanee Point on the Potomac 
river, and that he also owned land 
in Maryland. He was a member 
of the Lower House of Burgesses, 
1640-1650, representing Ciement’s 
Hundred, in Maryland. He died in 
St. Mary’s County, Maryland, in 
1657, and a considerable amount of 
property was distributed between 
his two sons, Benjamin and John. 

John Posey, the great-great- 
grandson of Francis Posey, reestab- 
lished the Posey family in Vir- 
ginia, In 1755, John Posey acquired 
a tract of land in Fairfax County 
from Charles Washington. The 
Posey home was just below that of 
George Washington, and in_ his 


diary Washington frequently men- | 


tions that the Poseys were guests at 
Mount Vernon and also speaks of 
“Captain” Poscy as a frequent 
hunting companion. 

Thomas Posey,.one of the young- 
est of John Posey's five children, 
served with distinction throughout 
the Revolutionary War. He rose to 
the rank of brigadicr general under 
Washington. After the war he went 
to Kentucky, where he became a 
member of the Legislature. In 1811 
he removed to Louisiana, where he 
was made United States Senator. 
In 1813, President Madison ap- 
pointed him Governor of the In- 
diana Territory, in which capacity 
he served until Indiana became a

A soft eraser will remove ‘to 
some degree, the postal markings 
This should be done prior to soak- 
ing, as the ink will penetrate the 
fibre of the paper when wet, Soak 
stamps from pieces of paper in 
COLD water until all gum and ed- 
heving paper comes free. In the 
case of certain stamps of the Brit- 
ish Empire and a few other coun- 
tries, the gum is most tenacious and 
may have to be rubbed from the 
backs of the stamps while they are 
still in water. Dry face downward, 
on several thicknesses of news 
paper or, if but a few stamps are 
being soaked at one time, they may 
be more readily ried between 
clean blotting paper. When perfect 
ly dry—not before-—the stamps 
may be hinged in place in the 
album 

Some collectors prefer to mount 
their stamps on a smal) piece of the 
cover; especially if there is a clear 
dated postmark. The stamp should 
be left on the cover and a portion 
of the envelope cut neatly, taking 
care to preserve the postmark and 
stamp ip enturiiy 

Should you be fortunate 
taining en;tries of very early lesues 
of any country, it is well to pre- 
serve the entire envelope ‘both the 
back and front) with the stamp 
er stampo in place.

Death 
houses where every man who enters forth- 
with kicks the bucket. He isn’t butchered on 
the spot; doesn’t gasp out a last word or two 
@ith a poisoned arrow in his ribs. Nobody 
throws a knife. The technique is emoother. 
He just goes into a eompletely bare and 
empty grass bungalow, looks around with the 
terrible fear of the unknown shining out of 
his black eyes, goes away again and soon 
afterwards dies what seems to be a com- 
pletely peaceful and natural end. He just 
passes out of the picture and his family puts 
his body up a tree. In a few weeks there 
isn't much left but the bones and these fall 
down with the first big wind to sigh through 
the palms.

You've probably never given the thing 
much thought, but man skin when properly 
tanned is softer and more pliable than 
chamois, It lasts for fifty years or more and 
lakes on @ beautiful polish, Just an hour 
after I stepped ashore in New Guinea | was 
offered # belt made from the hide of a young 
woman, The leather, sewn double, had been 
cul around the chest, 

A wild and woolly land here, a land that 
won't be tamed in the lifetime of you or me, 
But after all what's it going to matter @ 
hundred years from now?
